materials (low-level radioadive wastes) into Classlll and urclasdgfied waste management units.
The moratorium establi shed by Order R9-2002322shall remain in effed until the Department of
Hedth Services completes its assesament of the pulic hedth and environmental safety risks
asciated with the disposal of decommissoned materials and its regulations stting dose
standards for decommisdgoning to take dfed.
